San Francisco in the Hands of 
a Mob—Intense Sxcitement.

San Francisco, Aug. 23.—The cir- 
cumstances leading to the shooting of 
Kalloch by Charles De Young are as 
follows: 
'After Kalloch was nomina- 
ted by the workingmen of the city as 
their candidate for mayor, Charles 
De Young, in a speech at the state 
convention of tfafr honorable 
Bilks, 
announced that 
he would <^mpel 
Kalloch's withdrawal from the con 
test. 
Subsequently he notified Kal- 
loch that, unless he withdrew, he 
would rake up his record in the col- 
ums of the Chronide. 
Kalloch 
sent 
back word for him to go ahead; that 
he could tell worse things about the 
De Youngs than tbev could bring 
against him. 
On Wednesday last 
the Chroniclt came out with a long 
article, 


XEVIEWIKG k a l l o c h ' s CABEEB 
in Boston and Kansas, dwelling par- 
ticularly on his reported amours, and 
also ventilating 
his business and 
political record. 
On Thursday and 
Friday the Chronicle contained simi- 
lar and more elaborated articles, and 
dragged in Kalloch's 
father, now 
dead, recounting sundry immoralities 
OB his part. 
Kalloch had advertised 
a mass meeting at the Metropolitan 
Temple last night, at which it was 
given out he would read & copy of an 
article published some fivd years ago 
bv B. F . Naphtaly in a little 
paper 
called the Sttn. This article was an 
attack upon the personal and family 
record of the De Youngs of th e most 
pronounced character, and led to an 
attempt on their part to killNaph^ly, 
which failed. De Young sent Kal- 
loch word that if he read that article 
they would 


s h o o t HIM 
SIGHT. 
Last night an immense audience gath- 
ered at the Metropolitan T e ^ l e , . and 
the street outside was packedwith a 
crowd numbering thousands. Kalloch 
addressed the indoor meeting, scoring 
the De Youngs mercilessly and reflect 
ing on their personal conduct and fam- 
ily antecedents in the most direct man- 
ner. 
After adjourning the meeting in 
the hall 


HE WENT OUTSIDE, 
mounted a stand, and spoke briefly. 
After reviewing the attacks of the 
Chronicle upon himself, he said: 
" In 
maligning the reputaitiOB of my father, 
who has filled an honorable ^rave for 
many years, these journalistic vipers \ 
have rendered the most vicious retali- 
ation on my part necessary and justi- 
fiable. 
These disagreeable 
records 
make such an attack p<^ible, and I 
feel justified in pronouncing them the 
bastard progeny of a whore. ' H e aaid 
he had the Sun article in his pocket. 
[Cries of "Read it, read i t " ] ; but he 
d;d 
not wirh 
to expend 
all his 
ammunition at once. It would be 
published immediately in full in the 
workingmen's paper, the Open Letter, 
and next Tuesday evening he would 
take it up and eomment upon it. 


Charles De Young evidently consid- 
ered the proceedings of the evening 
equal provocation to the actual read- 
ing of the article, and acted accord- 
ingly.

Numberless reports are afloat as to 
the circumstances attendant upon the 
shooting of Kalloch, but the most di- 
rect story is that Charles De Young 
drove to the Metropolitan 
Temple 
alone in a coupe at a time when Kal- 
loch was about stepping into a carriage 
with Carl Browne. 
De Young sent a 
messenger boy to him to say that a 
gentleman wished to si>eak with him. 
As Kalloch approached the coupe De 
Young fired, hitting him in the breast, 
just above the heart. 
Kalloch stag- 
gered and turned to escape. De Young 
fired again, hitting him in tlie hip or 
thigh.

TEOUBtE HAD BEEN

as quite a number of workingmen 
were in the vicinity of the Temple. 
They at once made a rush for the 
coupe, seized the horses' heads, and en- 
deavored to get De Young out.

The crowd seized 
the coupe and overturned it. As it 
went over De Young got out, and he 
and the officer were at once attacked, 
the oflScer knocked down and trampled 
on, and De Young beaten about the 
head and face, though not very se- 
riously. 
The officer, De Young, and 
the driver of the coupe struggled 
through the crowd amid cries of 
"Hang him!" and "Kill him!" At 
the corner of Fifth and Market streets 


TWO MOBE OFFICERS 
made their 
appearance, and with 
their assistance De Young was taken 
to the Baldwin Ho el, and escaping 
by the 6ther entfance, got into a car- 
riage and drove rapidly to the police 
station, the crowd following. 


De Young was at once taken to one

escort. 
With Kearney at their head, 
the procession moved up Market street 
for the sand lots, filling the streets for 
several blocks, and making the air 
ring with cheers for Kearney and cries 
of ^'Hang De Young." 


The procession, on its way to the 
sand lots, stopped at

Kearney entered the building 
and joined the ward presidents. The 
crowd gathered around, blocking up 
the street. 
The entrance was guarded 
by sentinels with fixed bayonets, and 
no one was admitted without the ooun- 
tersign. It was announced from the 
window that nothing would be done 
withoat due deliberation, but that 
vengeance would be taken. 
No re- 
porters were admitted, and the nature 
of the deliberations is unknown.

San Francisco, Aug. 24.—A sort of 
terror is over citizens of all classes. 
Last night after Kearnev concluded 
his affairs with tho ward presidents, 
tiie march for the sand lots was re- 
sumed; several prominent 
working 
men harangued the crowds assemblea 
before Kearney's arrival. He address- 
ed them saying, ten days the election 
will put the whole machinery of the 
city corporation in your hands and 
that without fail, the proprietors of 
the Chronicle will then meet their 
deserts. At present any attempt at 
violence would be met by revolvers of 
the police and rifles and gattling guns 
of the military and that the game was 
not worth shedding the blood of one 
honest man. He abjured them by their 
reputation throughout thecounty, the 
eyes of which were upon them, to do 
no violence but disperse.

nounced that to-morrow afternoon he 
would meet them on the sand lot-, 
and that, in the meantime, he would 
inquire fully into the state of affairs 
and would then, he believed, be able 
to show them how to dwpose of tlie 
matter witJi crodit to themselves.

A Toledo l-ollerai>n BUM a Man 


and Then Commits Suicide— Re- 
sult of an Arrest and a Newspaper 
Communication.

THE KILUNB. 


Shortly before 11 o'clock, Sergeant 


Nohl left the police station, crossed 
the bridge over Swao. Creek, and 
stopped Rt the cigar stand of Mr. 
Robert Gray, No. 1 Bridge street, 
and called S'alsbury outside. The latter 
came out and leaned up against the 
railing in front of tho store. -Noht 
inquired : 


"Did you write that article in the 


. Commercial this.niorning?" 
''Idid," replied Salsbury. 
Just here th<£ statements are con- 


flicting as to what was said next. 
Either one or the other made the re- 
mark: "I allow no man to do a thing 
like that," when tbe shooting began. 
Nohl drew his revolver from ananside 
coat pocket with his right hand and 
fired at Salsbury, the ball picreing.his. 
right breast. Salsbury staggered, find, 
partially fell, throwing up ohe;~hand- 
^nd'sgrasping the railing with the 
other/, 


"Will you take that back?" said 


Nohl., as_he stepped. around to.tbe 
other side of his victim, raised his re- 
volver and fired^a second time. Then, 
aa quick ns thobgbt, he changed-the 
weapon to his left hand, placed the 
muzzle at his own temple ami shot 
himself. The three allots in such rap- 
id succession attracted a crowd at 
once. Officer Bob Downing, who was 
crossing the bridge toward tile' depot, 
ran back at the sound of the firing, 
and seeing his superiorpiBcer reel and: 
fall, while Salsbury still clung to the 
railing, thought the latter had done 
the shooting.' He took' hold of him,' 
:md was about to draw his club, when 
William Slawson, clerk in Gray's 
place, 
rushed - up 
and 
said: 


"He didn't do it. 'Twas NohL" 
Salsbury 
raised 
himself 
partly 


and gasped: "Billy; .take my hand. 
I'm gone. .-iThis .will finish me." 
Downing turned his attention at once 
toward Nohl. Officer Charles Eobin 
sonTeached the spot from another di 
.rection simultaneously with Downing, 
.and in time to see Nohi fallnt his feet. 
Special officer G.W. Brown was also 
at baud, and kept the- crowd back from 
the dying men.

IN THE-DEAD EOOM. 


Both men were taken in a hack to 


the dead-room"a^-the central station. 
Salsbury was lai|l on tbe floor in one 
apartment, and his pulae ceased beat 
ing in less than calf an hour after the 
first shot was firfed. Nohl waa'placed 
on a cot in the cjbrner room, and show- 
ed.signs of life uiitil a quarter past' 1 
o'clock/ Drs, iWSWi Jones, :F.:-T. 
Woods, G. Bowen, M. Jungblut, S. S. 
Parker and A. W, Fisher were all on. 
hand in a very short time, but it was 
very evident that the sergeant was 
beyond all human :aid.: "A crowd of 
eager people gathered in the alley and 
on the street in front of the building, 
but were not allowed admission. Va- 
rious were the Expressions, and both 
men had tbeir^friends, who freely 
commented on f the tragedy and its 
causes.

_ The wife, brotjher and sister-in-law 
of Sergeant Nohl were, present over- 
whelmed with grief. Mrs. Nohl is in 
poor health, and the blow will be tbe 
harder torecovcrfrom on thataceount. 


THE CAUSE OF THE TEGEDY. 


This terrible affair grew out of ap- 


parently trivial .circumstances. 
It 


will be remembered that Sergeant 
Nohl arrested Sa'lsbury on suspicion, 
at tbe Sfflngorfest Hall Wednesday 
afternoon. No case was made against 
him in police court the next morning; 
indeed his namexlid not appear on the 
docket. He waa^ dismissed aud noth- 
ing more was thought of the matter. 
This morning a communication ap- 
pt'nrcd in the Commerfial, signed by 
Salsbury, in which he spoke of Npbl 
in rather severe terms, charging him 
with prostituting his official position 
to satisfy his private malice and per- 
sonal spite. 


The article was shown to Nohl about 


9 o'clock by a young man at tile sta- 
tion, anil it seenifd to fxcite him tcr- 
tilily. He uvnt^into the captain's of- 
fice and 
wanted some cartridges, 


^rearing that hf^wouSd shoot Salsbury 
on sight. C:p|. Ptirdy refused to 
give him what Ire W;mU'd and endeav- 
ored to dissundef him from doing any- 
thing rash. He urged the excited 
man to stop aud think, and told him 
that when he got cooler be would know 
that the best possible tiling would be 
to p'iss the article by unnoticed. .Tbe 
captain talked witli Nohl in this strain 
fnr some time, but be seemed di'ter- 
mini'd. He left thf office, raying that 
he could get cartridges somewhere 
else, lie got Engineer Phil. Hoerlein 
to fix up his revolver, hut said nothing 
:is to his intentions. He then evi- 
dently changed'his mind and cot a 
self-cocking six.shooter, No. 3, 82- 
calibre, kmiwn as tbe "Morton Gun," 
as it was taken from Dr. Morton, tbe 
grave-robber. Armed with this he 
found Salsbury with the result above 
stated. 


TBE TWO MEN. 


Sergeant Jacob J. Nohl had been a 


member of the, police force a little 
over ten yr-.its, and was esteemed a 
mnst. valuable officer. 
Ho was about 


forty-nine vi ara ot niw, and of very 
miis'.'iiliirlnuld. 
lie left a wife and 


five younc children. 


Ri'p>s Siilsbnryj as indicated in his 


own article, h:-.sltiot lived a correct 
life, though of late years bo has been 
convicted of no ofiunsp. Ho was a 
man of intelligence and bad a reputa- 
tion of being a confidence man. 
His 


relatives in this city are people of 
well known respectability, and to hii 


aged mother, who is in* poor health,' 
his death will be a well-nigh fatal 
blow.

Bridge s t ^ t al^nt 11 o'clcKsk this 
forenoon, whi^l(Ka;t one man withoi^ 
warning into ete^ity, and hiù «ino» 
resulted iit thé. ideath of another. 
Sergeant Jacob J. Nohl, for the past 
ten years connected with the police 
force of Toledo,Jû A^-few..^ briet, mo- 
ments became ft murderer àoé ii'sui- 
cide, and Boœ l^sbary, well ^nown 
in the sporting^ circles of all tbis 
section of country, was shot down 
suddenly and without notice. The 
immediate 
cireumstances of the 
tragedv are as follows, according to 
the statements of eye witnesses : 


THB KILLING. 


Shortly before 11 o'clock, Sei^ant 
Nohl left the police station, crossed 
the bridge over Swan Creek, and 
stopped at the cigar stand of Mr. 
Robert Gray, No, 1 Bridge street, 
and called Salshury outside. The latter 
came out and leaned up against the 
railing in front of the store. 
Nohl 
inquired : 


"Did you write that article in the 
Commercial this morning?" 


' I did," replied Salsbury. 
Just here the statements are con- 
flicting as to what was said next. 
Either one or the other made the re- 
mark : "I allow no man to do a thing 
like that," when the shooting began. 
Nohl drew his revolver from an inside 
coat pocket with his right hand and 
fired at Salsbury, the ball piercing his 
right breast. S,4lsl>ury staggered and 
partially fell, throwing up one hand 
and grasping the railing with the 
other. 


"Will you take that back?" said 
Nohl, as he stepped around to the 
other side of his victim, raised his re- 
volver and firedfa second time. Then, 
as quick as tholight, he changed-the 
weapon to his left hand, placed the 
muzzle at his own temple and shot 
himself. The three shots in such rap- 
id succession attracted a crowd at 
once. Officer Bob Downing, who was 
crossing the bridge toward the depot, 
ran back at the sound of the firing, 
an-i seeing his superior officer reel and 
fail, while Salsbury still clung to the 
railing, thought the latter h ^ done 
the shooting. 
He took hold of him, 
and was about to draw his club, when 
William Slawson, clerk in Gray's 
place, 
rushed 
up and said : 
"He 
didn't do it. 'Twas Nohl." 
Salsbury 
raised 
himself 
partly 
and gasped: 
"Billy, take my hand. 
I'm gone. 
This will finish me." 
Downing turned his attention at once 
toward Nohl. Officer Charles Eobin 
son reached the spot from another di 
rection simultaneously with Downing, 
and in time to see Nohl fall at his feet. 
Special officer G. W. Brown was also 
at hand, and kept the crowd back from 
the dying men. 


IN THE DEAD BOOM. 


Both men were taken in a hack to 
the dead-room at the central station. 
Salsbury was laid on the floor in onv 
apartment, and his pulse ceased beat 
• nfr in less than half an hour after the 
first shot was finfed. Nohl was placed 
on a cot in the c|)rner room, and show- 
ed signs of life until a quarter past 1 
o'clock. 
Dra. W. W. Jones, F. T. 
Woods, G. Bowen, M. Jungblut, S. S. 
Parker and A. W. Fisher were all on 
hand in a very short time, but it w«s 
very ev.dent that the sergeant was 
beyond all human aid. A crowd of 
eager people gathered in the alley and 
on the street in front of the building, 
but were not allowed admission. Va- 
rious were the expro.nsions, and both 
men had their friends, who freely 
commented on : the tragedy and its 
causes. 


The wife, brother and sister-in-law 
of Sergeant Nohl were, present over- 
whelmed with grief. 
Mrs. Nohl is in 
poor health, and the blow will be the 
harder torecovcr from on thataccount. 


THE CAUSE OF THETKGEDY. 


This terrible affair grew out of ap- 
parently trivial circumstances. It 
will bo remembered that Sergeant 
Xohl iirre.sted Salsbury on suspicion, 
•at the Saengrrfest Hall Wednesday 
afterno<m. No case was made against 
him in police court the next morning; 
indeed his name did not appear on the 
docket. 
He was dismissed and noth- 
ing more was tlioucrht of the matter. 
This morning a communication ap- 
p!>arcd in the Commerdal, sijint'd by 
Salsl'ury, in which he spoke of Nohl 
in rather severe terms, charging him 
with pro.stituting his official position 
to satisfy his private malice and per- 
sonal spite. 


The article was shown to Nohl about 
0 o'clock by a young man at the sta- 
tion. and it seem'd to excite him ter- 
•il>ly. 
He wt-nt into the Ciiptain's of- 
fice' und 
wanifd 
:-onie cartrid_'eH, 
•ivvoaring that iitriwould ahoi»t Sal-sbury 
on Hight. Cipf. J'ardy refused to 
give him wiiat ht wanltd ao<l endeav- 
ored to dissuade hii'i f.-'om doing any- 
thing rash. He urgtd the excited 
man to stop and think, and told him 
that when he got cooler he would know 
that the best possible thing would be 
tt) p is3 the article by unntiticed. The 
captain talked with Nohl in this strain 
for some time, but he seemed deter- 
min<'d. He left thf^* office, nayingthat 
he could get cartridges somewhere 
else. He got Engineer Phil. Ho<-rlein 
t<» fi.x up hi? revolver, but said nothing 
:is to his intentions. 
He then evi- 
dently changcd bis mind and got a 
self-cocking six-shooter. No. 3r 32- 
calibre, km)wn as the "Morton Gui;/' 
as it was taken from Dr. Morton, the 
grave-robber. 
Armed with this he 
found Salsbury with the result above 
stated. 


THE TWO MEN. 


Sergeant Jacob J. Nohl had been a 
member of the police force a little 
over ten ye t s, .^nd was esteemed a 
most valuab.e officer. 
He was abotit 
forty-nine v- ars (»t aee, and of very 
nnisi uiar buihl. 
He left a wife and 
fi ve y<jung eh i !dren. 


R.V^s Salsuury^ as indicated in his 
own article, b:;s>aot lived a correct 
life, tiiough of late years be has been 
convicted of no ofense. He was a 
man of intelligeîice and bad a reputa- 
tion of being a confidence man. His 
relatives in thia city are people ot 
well known respectability, and to his
